It is impossible to ‘state for each 
ease at what. temperature the brood- 
ers should be kept. to raise young 
chickens; however, it will run from 
90 degrees up. to 100 degrees in 
some. cases, as some broods of 


chickens seem to require. more heat 
than others, an average being 94 de- 


grees. to 95 degrees ‘fox. the _ first 
week or ten days, when the temper- 
ature is gradually reduced to 85 de- 
grees for the following ten days, 
and then lowered to 70 degrees or 
75 degrees for as long as the chick- 
ens need heat.. This depends some- 
what on the season of the year and 
the number of. the chickens, as it 
can be readily seen that the heat 
generated by 50 chickens would raise 
the temperature under the hover to 
a higher degree. than the heat given 
off by a lesser-number, consequently 
the amount of heat furnished by the 
lamp or. stove will have to be reg- 
ulated accordingly. As the chickens 


lamps may ‘be used only at night, 
and later only on cold nights. . The 


heat is usually cut off at the end of 


4 or 5 weeks in March or April in 
the vicinity of Washington, .D. C., 
while winter chickens have heat for 
8 or 10 weeks, or until they are well 
feathered. Care should. be taken. to 
prevent chilling or overheatifig the 
chickens, which weakens them and 
may--result in bowel trouble.
